Road Almost 6000 Miles Long. 

An idea of the Transsiberian rail- 
way may be had by drawing a line, 
with a slight upward curve, diagon- 
ally from the lower right-hand cor- 
ner to the upper left-hand corner of 
a sheet of paper. The terminus, at 
the upper left corner represent Pe- 
trograd, and that at the lower right 
corner Vladivostok. The distance 
between these points is a little less 
than 6000 miles. 

Moscow is 400 miles south, and 
slightly east, of Petrograd. The city 
of Omsk is 2000 miles east of Petro- 
grad and Moscow. 

The Transsiberian Railway, as de- 
scribed by Miller, is double-tracked 
for the 4000 miles from Vladivostok 
to Omsk. There it divides, one sin- 
gle track going to Petrograd and the 
other to Moscow. 

An idea of the vast size of Russia 
is conveyed by the fact that from 
Viadivostok to Petrograd is about 
twice the distance between New 
York and San Francisco, and that it 
is about 450 miles further from Pe- 
trograd to the German border. 

There is a station every five miles 
on the Transsiberian Railway, Miller 
said. There are two sidings and two 
switch tenders at each station, The 
buildings are of brick or stone. All 
bridges are steel. 

Built to Czar’s Specifications. 

The railroad was built under Gov- 
ernment specifications, which are 
'very exacting, as, under the Czar, the 
Government took over railroade at 
the end of 82 years after their con- 
‘struction, and they were built to 
last. 2 

At Vladivostok, where the Ameri- 
cans and Japanese would enter, is 
one of the best harbors in the world. 
There are also 70 vast warehouses 
there, built specially to house war 
materials. The terminal facilities 
are excellent, Miller eaid. 

He asserted that the equipment of 
the railroad consists largely of 1200 
American locomotives and 20,000 
Americgn freight cars, of the same 
capacity as those in standard use in 
this country. The road is one of the

He said the road from 
Moscow to Petrograd was as good as 
any in the world. 

There are many large cities be- 
tween Omsk and Vladivostok, also. 
Among these are Tomsk, with 65,000 
population; Irkitsk, with about 55,- 
000; Harbin, with 100,000, and a 
number of others. 


Only Small Force Necessary. 


Miller said the population- needs 
clothing, shoes and food. The facili- 
ties along the railroad for storing 
and distributing it are ample, he 
said. He expressed the opinion that 
if such aid is sent the Russians will 
rally to the entente. They are 
aroused over Germany’s violation of 
the Brest-Titovsk treaty, he said. 

He said he believed only a small 
force ‘would be needed to guard the 
railroad—possibly not more than one 
soldier at every five-mile station. He 
said enough could be taken from the 
American regiments at Manila and 
Pekin, and said native Philippine 
troops would serve the purpose. 

England has a nearer port of entry 
at Kola Bay, which is 700 miles 
north of Petrograd, on the Arctic 
coast. There is a new railroad run- 
ning from Petrograd up to the bay, 
which is on the Murman coast. It 
was built by the English, and com- 
pleted last year. It is a good line, 
Miller, who inspected it, said. 

The port of Archangel, which is 
southeast of Kola Bay, on the White 
Sea, had rail connection with the 
interior, but it is closed by ice six 
months in the year. The British, 


therefore, constructed an entirely 
new road, because Kola Bay is 
touched by the Japanese current, 


and is always open. 

Miller said the Russians would re- 
sist penetration by the Japanese 
alone, because they believe the Jap- 
anese would want to stay. Although 
inclined to call England and _ the 
United States ‘capitalistic,’ they 
trust those countries, he said. 

Miller illustrated the illiteracy of 
the Russian population by the fact 
that the Novoe Vremya, the largest 
newspaper in Russia, had a circula- 
tion of only 100,000.

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PLANS FOR FRENCH 
HOLIDAY CELEBRATION 


Lieut. Paul Chanoit of French 
Army Will Be Here for Fete 
at Delmar Garden. 


The French Society of St. Louis is 
planning to make the celebration of 
the French national holiday at Del- 
mar Garden next Monduy evening a 
notable event. The French High 
Commission at Washington has as- 
| signed Lieut. Paul Chanoit of the 
French army, formerly of St. Louis, 
to deliver an address on behalf of 
the French Government. 

Plans for the celebration were an- 
nounced today by President Gus V. 
R. Mechin of the French Society. 
The Chamber of Commerce and the 
National Security League, at the re- 
quest of the- Government, are par- 
ticipating in the plans for the cele- 
bration, and Mayor Kiel also is doing 
everything in his power to enlist the 
interest of St. Louis people in the 
French fete. E. K. Love, president 
of the St. Louis branch of the Na- 
tional Security League, Mayor Kiel 
and James R. Dunn, representing the 
Chamber of Commerce, will speak at 
the celebration. 

As July 14,-the French national 
holiday, falls on Sunday, the French 
Society arranged to hold the fete on 
Monday evening, beginning at 8 
o’clock. An admission fee of 25 
cents will be charged for the reason 
that both the American and French 
Governments have asked the French 
Society to raise a fund for the sup- 
port and relief of the big army of 
French widows and orphans. The 
different organizations co-operating 
with the French Society will interest 
themselves in the movement to get a 
large attendance at the celebration. 

The official representatives of all 
allied nations in St. Louis have been 
invited, and citizens of those nations, 
or persons born in them, are especial- 
ly requested to attend. The national 
airs of all the allied nations will be 
played.

Russians in the Murman coast and 
protecting the Murman railroad and 
the ice-free port of Kola are sum- 
marized by the Daily Express from 
Russian newspapers. 

While the Bolsheviki opposed the 
landing of allied troops and even 
agreed to trade the Murman coast 
to Finland, the local population has 
detided to join the allies and secede 
from the Bolsheviki. 

The first allied intervention oc- 
curred early in April, when Finnish 
White Guards, assisted by Germans, 
faced the Red Guards at Kem. The 
Red Guard, it says, were reinforced 
by an Anglo-French detachment that 
had come up on an armored train. 
The next Russian report mentions 
the landing of a force of British ma- 
rines to co-operate in the defense of 
the coast. Defensive measures were 
said to be under the leadership of 
three men, a Russian, a Briton and 
a Frenchman. 

Two British and one French war- 
ships and some British trawlers were 
in the harbor of Kola in addition toa 
Russian squadron. A report from the 
committee of the White Sea fleet to 
the Russian Naval Commissioner in 
Moscow, printedina Russian paper, 
said that Kemp (assumed to be Rear 
Admiral Kemp of the British navy) 
had declared there was no agegres- 
sive design regarding the Murmansk 
region; only a desire to help the Rus- 
sian republic and protect the coast 
and the railroad. He also offered to 
assist in developing the local] fish- 
eries. 

The Bolshevik Government, how- 
ever, made public a protest through 
the Russian wireless on June 30. 
Leon Trotzky, the War Minister, on 
July 1 denounced as high treason 
any help given “the foreign detach- 
ment which has invaded the Soviet’s 
republic.” 

He also proclaimed M. Yuriv, pres- 
ident of the local Soviet, a traitor 
and enemy of the people. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Copenhagen quotes German papers 
as saying that there are 25,000 troops 
left on Kola Peninsula.

AMSTERDAM, July 10.—Simul- 
taneously with the establishment of 
the White Sea republic, according to 
advices from Moscow, another state 
was created in the north of Russia 
under the name of the Wologdaczhe 
republic. It comprises all Northeast- 
ern Russia from the White Sea to 
the Asiatic frontier. The Wolog- 
daczhe republic is said to be in sym- 
pathy with the aims of the Entente 
Allies. 


New Provisional Government for Si- 
beria Reported From Vladivostok. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 10.—A new provi- 
sional government for Siberia, which 
has the unanimous support of the 
population and which will continue 
to fight the Central Powers, has 
been established at Vladivostok. Ac- 
cording to a Times dispatch from 
Tokio, quoting the Vladivostok cor- 
respondent of the Asahi, the new 
Government intends to summon a 
Constituent Assembly and to restore 
law and order throughout the coun- 
try. 

The program of the new Govern- 
ment includes the liberation of Si- 
beria’ from the Bolsheviki; the avoid- 
ance, if possible, of foreign interven- 
tions; uniyersal suffrage; establish- 
ment of provincial councils and a 
labor bureau; distribution of the land 
among the landless, and control of 
economic activities. 

Siberia will thus, adds the corre- 
spondent of the Times, become the 
first democratic state in the history 
of Russia, and it is hoped be a fofte- 
runner of a greater Russia.
